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Plans revealed for 
new £32 million 
Barry high school 


WHITMORE High 
School is set to get 
a new three-storey 
building with room 
for 1,100 pupils, 
including sixth form 
facilities, under 
plans by the council. 

The new school would 
also have indoor sports 
facilities and an all- 
weather pitch and games 
court that will be consid¬ 
ered for community use. 

The proposed 

ll,000m2 development, 
which will be built on the 
grounds of the current 
school, will cater for 
mixed sex pupils aged 
11 to 18 and have 1,100 


places, of which 200 
would be sixth form. 

It is proposed that the 
new school will be built 
on the existing playing 
fields to the south of the 
Whitmore High School 
site. 

If plans are approved, 
work would begin in late 
summer 2019 and the 
existing school would 
remain open for the dura¬ 
tion of the building work. 
Once the new school is 
opened, the existing site 
would be demolished and 
redeveloped into sports 
facilities. A replacement 
caretaker’s house is also 
planned, but is subject 
to a separate application. 


The existing school, 
previously Barry 
Comprehensive, was 
constructed in 1966 and 
according to the coun¬ 
cil’s planning application 
“is beyond economical 
repair”. The new school 
build would be part of 
the 21st Century Schools 
Programme, funded by 
Welsh Government and 
the council. 

It forms part of Band B 
of the programme, which 
is promising to invest 
£142.417 million in the 
Vale’s school facilities. 

It is one of two Barry 
comprehensive schools 
to be completely rebuilt 
under the programme, the 


other Pencoedtre High 
School. Ysgol Gymraeg 
Bro Morgannwg in Barry 
is also earmarked for 
extensive refurbishment 
and expansion. 

A covering letter for 
the planning application 
said: ‘The proposal repre¬ 
sents a significant invest¬ 
ment by the Vale Council 
in partnership with the 
Welsh Government’s 
21st Century Schools 
Investment programme. 

‘The current school 
building is generally 
not of a standard for 


AM welcomes additional 
policing at Barry Island 


SOUTH Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies has wel¬ 
comed the news that additional 
police patrols will take place 
on Barry Island during the 
summer months. 

Following a much publicised 
incident on Easter Monday in which 
several people were filmed engaged in 
disorderly behaviour, Mr Davies con¬ 
tacted South Wales Police to express 
his concerns. 

They have now confirmed that a 
multi-agency operation is under way, 
which will increase police presence on 
the Island up until the autumn. 


There is also set to be an increase in 
local authority enforcement presence, 
as well as additional support from 
British Transport Police. 

Mr Davies said: “Barry Island is 
one of the Vale’s greatest assets, so I 
was deeply concerned by the incident 
on Easter Monday. The fact it was 
circulated so widely on social media 
had the potential to do great damage, 
so decisive action was required. 

“We cannot allow mindless idiots to 
win, and an increased police presence 
will reassure everyone. We can now 
look forward to getting on and enjoy¬ 
ing what I hope will be a prosperous 
summer on the Island.”

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Barry family raising money and 
awareness of Cleft Lip and Palate 


JAMES Mason, 
marketing man¬ 
ager at Masons Self 
Storage and his 
partner, Lucy, wel¬ 
comed the arrival 
of baby Oliver in 
October 2018. 

However, during 
Lucy’s pregnancy it was 
revealed that Oliver had 
a cleft lip and possibly 
faced other complica¬ 
tions. Amazingly, one in 
700 babies is born with 
cleft lip and palate com¬ 
plications and James 
and Lucy feel there isn’t 
enough information 
around the condition. 

Now six months old, 
Oliver has had an opera¬ 
tion to correct the issues 
with his cleft lip and 
his family have already 
raised almost £500 for 
the Cleft Lip and Palate 
Association (CLAPA) 
and will be taking part 
in their awareness week 
(May 4-12). 

James and Lucy 
have reached out to 
local businesses in their 
fundraising mission for 
CLAPA.

James and Lucy’s 
journey 

James and Lucy first 
discovered that Oliver 
had a cleft lip when they 
went for their 20-week 
scan. They were also 


informed that there was 
a five per cent chance 
that he would have fur¬ 
ther health issues once 
he was bom, such as 
Down Syndrome. They 
were referred to the 
Cleft Team, who pro¬ 
vided them with support, 
visits and reassurance. 

Once Oliver was 
bom, it was revealed 
that his palate was not 
affected: he just had a 
small notch in his gum 
along with his lip. This

feed normally, allowing 
James and Lucy to bond 
with him instantly as 
well as taking away the 
worry that Oliver might 
have other complica¬ 
tions. Oliver’s operation 
was on February 21 at 
Morriston Hospital in 
Swansea, when he was 
three months old. 

Eight weeks on, 
Oliver is thriving. He 
has had the same ups 
and downs as any new 
baby but is a happy boy 
and has embraced the 
change, already moving 
onto soft baby foods. 

Luckily, Oliver only 
had a cleft lip, so his 
speech will not be 
affected. However, the 
Cleft Team will provide 
on-going support for 
years to monitor Oliver 
and his progress. The 
scar from the lip surgery 
will fade over time and 
eventually will be barely 
noticeable. 

Oliver’s mother Lucy 
said: “1 think it has 
made us more aware as a 
family of how everyone 
is different, as well as 
realising how common 
it is for babies to have 
cleft issues. 

“However, 1 think 
more awareness would 
help families when 
dealing with the same 
experiences we went 
through. 1 have been 
able to connect with 
parents of cleft babies 
and children through 
social media, ft is such 


a good forum as it gives 
us all opportunities to 
ask advice. 

“I was only made 
aware of this once 
Oliver was a couple of 
months old, so 1 think 
awareness of cleft lip 
and the support out there 
could really benefit par¬ 
ents when first dealing 
with their diagnosis as 
it can feel a very lonely 
and isolating time.

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What to do 
with Penarth’s 
Victorian 
lamp posts? 


ONLY a third of 
Penarth’s Victorian 
lamp posts in line 
to be replaced 
are still standing, 
the Vale Council 
has confirmed. 

Victorian street lights 
across the town have 
been replaced with 
new modern LED units 
as the council says 
they are structurally or 
electrically dangerous. 

More than 1,100 peo¬ 
ple have signed a petition 
to save the Victorian 
lamp posts, fearing a 
‘loss of valuable his¬ 
toric character from the 
streetscape in Penarth’. 

In March, the 
Conservative adminis¬ 
tration agreed to pause 
the replacements after 
agreeing with Labour 
to review the ‘wisdom 
and cost effectiveness’ 
of the scheme - in 
exchange for opposition 
councillors voting their 
budget through. 

Vale Council leader 
John Thomas has con¬ 
firmed that just 23 of 
the 68 cast-iron lamp 


columns scheduled for 
replacement were still 
standing as of April 26. 

He told a full coun¬ 
cil meeting that the 
LED replacement units 
currently being used 
cost £75 per unit, while 
replacing the Victorian 
lamp posts with a sim¬ 
ilar type of unit would 
cost £500 per unit. 

Cllr Thomas said: 
“We always look to 
fit LED lamp units on 
any new columns. If 
these columns hadn’t 
been removed, public 
safety could have been 
compromised due to the 
seriousness of the cor¬ 
rosion damage on many 
of the column heads.” 

Cllr Lis Burnett, who 
represents Penarth, told 
the outgoing leader 
that there had been 
widespread concern 
in the town over the 
removal of the lamp 
posts and asked for a 
review of the “wisdom 
and cost effectiveness” 
of replacing the lamp 
posts to be published.

Facelift for 
Penarth Library 


THE Vale Council 
will soon start 
work to restore 
Penarth Library’s 
interior, as well 
as improving the 
quality of facilities 
on offer. 

Changes to the 
library’s first floor 
will include replacing 
water-damaged carpets 
and wall plaster, as 
well as repainting the 
walls. The area will be 
reshaped to improve its 
study facilities, and new 
furniture and shelving 
will be introduced. 

Essential maintenance 
is also due to be carried 
out during the refur¬ 
bishment, including the 
creation of an exit onto 
the roof so that gutter 
may be cleared and 
inspected regularly. 

This is following a 
recent drone investiga¬ 
tion, which revealed that 
gutters overwhelmed 
with debris were the 
cause of significant 
water damage to the 
library’s interior. 

The work is part 
of a larger scheme to 
refurbish the library, 
which will have around 
£30,000 invested into 


the project to be carried 
out later this year. 

Director of Learning 
and Skills, Paula Ham 
said: “This is the 
beginning of a necessary 
upgrade for Penarth 
Library. We hope that 
the refurbishment will 
improve the overall 
ambiance and inclu- 
sivity of the space, and 
encourage residents to 
continue to make the 
most of it.” 

The work was due to 
start on Tuesday, May 
7, and the completion 
date is Saturday, May 
25, with the temporary 
closure of the first floor. 
During this time, the 
area and book stock will 
be inaccessible to staff 
and users. 

Users are reminded 
that a small collection 
of books from the first 
floor will be moved 
to the ground floor 
and that they will still 
have access to all the 
resources and stock of 
other Vale libraries.

Garlic and a 
guzzle hole for 
Penarth Ramblers 


WITH the bluebell 
and wild garlic sea¬ 
son well under way, 
a group of eight 
walkers joined Joy 
from Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
for a midweek jour¬ 
ney to Parc le Breos 
on Gower and, 
heading into their 
first small wood fes¬ 
tooned with garlic, 
a short climb led 
them into the ham¬ 
let of Lunnon. 

Passing through fields 
brought them into the 
wooded Ilston Cwm and 
across footbridges over 
the Ilston Brook, locally 
known as the ‘Killy 
Willy,’ to the peaceful 
bluebell-covered church¬ 
yard of St Illtyd’s for 
morning break. This 
church was the first ever 
meeting place in Wales 
for Baptists, an alterna¬ 
tive new faith that was 
outlawed when Charles 
II regained his throne 
following the death of 
Oliver Cromwell, forcing 
its founder, John Miles, 
to emigrate to America. 

A narrow sunken 
lane led them along a 
farm track and over a 
pretty ford for the jour¬ 
ney by road to Kittle 
and a descent into the 
Bishopston Valley past 
a huge, deep Daw Pit, 
the result of the hillside 
collapsing from water 
pressure underground. 

Slithering over slip¬ 
pery rocks, they visited 
the Guzzle Hole where 
the river disappears 
underground before 
resurfacing later and 
passed Long Ash Mine, 
where silver lead was 
mined. 

With garlic as far as 
the eye could see, they 
trekked south through the 
valley to the coast, before 
pausing for lunch at 
Pwlldu where limestone 
was quarried from the 


cliffs until the 20th cen¬ 
tury and taken by boat to 
Devon to be turned into 
agricultural lime. 

A climb brought them 
out onto Pwlldu Head 
and along part of the 
Wales Coast Path where 
one lone man was toiling 
away, lifting huge slabs 
of stone to make a stair¬ 
way up the cliff to avoid 
erosion. 

As the temperature 
rose and with no breeze 
to cool them, they 
headed west along the 
cliff past Deep Slade 
and Southgate for the 
descent, followed by a 
climb through Pennard 
Burrows to arrive above 
Three Cliffs Bay with 
glorious views towards 
Oxwich. 

Heading inland past 
the remains of Pennard 
Castle perched high 
above the Pennard Pill 
valley, their last descent 
through woodland led 
them through Parkmill 
and by road back to their 
start.

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Housing development 
holds an open day 



AN open day was held at the 
Vale Council’s Brecon Court 
housing development in Barry 
by the Jehu Group, who are in 
charge of the project. 

Gibbonsdown ward members Julie 
Aviet and Margaret Wilkinson attended 
and the aim was to answer questions 
about the £3.5 million scheme to 
increase the Council’s housing stock. 

Jehu are in the process of construct¬ 
ing 28 new purpose-built homes to 
meet local demand. 

Located on the former sheltered 
accommodation site, the scheme will 
consist of nine two-bedroom houses, 
four three-bedroom family houses and 
15 one-bedroom apartments reserved 
for older people. 

Part funded by the Welsh 
Government, all of the new properties 
will be constructed to their standards 
for social housing, providing accom¬ 
modation for those in the community 
that need it most. 

Miles Punter, Vale Council director 


for housing and environment, said: 
“This development is part of wider 
council plans to increase its housing 
stock and satisfy much-needed local 
demand for accommodation of this 
type. 

“The proposals for the site were 
drafted after widespread consultation 
with interested local parties and should 
be of real benefit to the community. 
The range of different properties being 
constructed can provide comfortable 
places to live for families, couples and 
older residents. 

“It also involves a previously dis¬ 
used site revived to provide an impor¬ 
tant function within the area.” 

Geraint Thomas, Jehu site manager 
for the Brecon Court development, 
said: “It was great to meet more of the 
local residents at the open event this 
week and we are going to be part of 
this community for some months. We 
find the best way to keep the site and 
the surrounding area flowing is to work 
with the community - this way we 
keep disruption to a minimum.” 


Men’s Forum’s 
visit to historic 
ip restoration 

Her last owners were 
the Falkland Island 
Company who bought 
the ship when she limped 
into Port Stanley badly 
storm-damaged in 1886.

Musical brings Blue 
Grass Cafe to Barry 


TO rouna off what 
has been a very 
successful 60th year 
of Barry Men’s 
Forum’s, members 
hired a coach to 
visit the docks at 
Bristol to view and 
explore the world’s 
first iron-built ship, 
the SS Great Britain. 

When the vessel was 
launched in 1843, it was 
the largest ship afloat and 
the first screw-propelled 
passenger liner. She 
could rightly claim to sail 
to New York or Australia 
faster and more reliably 
than any other ship. 

At the dockyard, forum 
members were given a 
full tour of the vessel and 
the dockyard, created to 
look as it would have 
appeared in the 1840s. 

The vessel was the 
brainchild of Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei and 
spent many years trav¬ 
elling the high seas but 
was later converted into 
a windjammer, convey¬ 
ing coal mainly to the 
American continent, a 
journey taking over one 
year to complete.

Cardiff Airport 
reaches 1.6 
million mark 


OVER the 12 
months from May 
1, 2018, to April 30, 
2019, more than 1.6 
million passengers 
have flown through 
Cardiff Airport, 
reflecting an 
increase of seven 
per cent on the pre¬ 
vious year, making 
it the busiest year 
since 2009. 

Passenger growth 
for the month of April 
was up 20 per cent 
versus the same month 
last year, with Cardiff 
Airport welcoming 
a total of 126,399. 
Passenger numbers at 
Cardiff Airport have 
grown by over 60 per 
cent since the Welsh 
Government purchased 
the airport in 2013. 

An airport spokes¬ 
person said that growth 
in April was due to a 
number of factors: 

• Low-cost carrier 
Ryanair added new ser¬ 
vices to Barcelona and 
Malta, complementing 
its existing flights to 
Faro and Tenerife. The 
airline will also launch 


flights to Malaga in 
June. 

• Thomas Cook added 
a larger A3 21 aircraft 

to its base at Cardiff 
and started its summer 
schedule earlier, adding 
a new route to Enfidha 
(Tunisia). 

• Qatar Airways 
operated its first April 
service at Cardiff, as

• TUI added extra 
cruise flights to 
Barbados during April. 
The airline has also 
launched new routes to 
Naples, Dubrovnik and 
Hurghada for summer 
2019.

Drinking fountains 
to be installed 
across the Vale 


OVER the upcom¬ 
ing weeks, The Vale

Many of the areas have 
recently been upgraded, 
with some offering 
outdoor sports, gym 
and play facilities. The 
council hopes that the 
fountains will bring the 
spaces together, while 
also encouraging visitors 
to stay hydrated during 
their activities.” 

A total of 14 units will 
be installed, either alone 
or in pairs on the follow¬ 
ing sites: 

Barry: Central Park, 
Knap Gardens, Romilly 
Park, Upper Gladstone 
Gardens, Barry Island 
Promenade.

Penarth: New Cogan 
Leisure Centre Skate 
Park, Cliff Walk, Penarth 
Seafront. 

St Athan: Lougher

Ogmore-By-Sea: Main 
Car Park. 

In 2014, fountains 
of the same type were 
installed in Belle Vue 
Park, the first of their 
kind in the UK, that 
boast a triple tier foun¬ 
tain with bottle filling 
facility, disabled access 
and adaptations for dogs. 
Five years on, the foun¬ 
tains are well-maintained 


and have been deemed a 
great success. The units 
are extremely hard-wear¬ 
ing and with appropriate 
maintenance, should last 
25-30 years. 

The director of envi¬ 
ronment and housing, 
Miles Punter said : “This 
is a fantastic incentive 
to ensure people of all 
ages stay hydrated over 
the summer, especially 
in areas where they are 
being encouraged to get 
active.” 

Some units will be 
installed in forthcoming 
weeks, while others are 
earmarked for projects 
which will be completed 
later this year.

Theron’s Long Shot hits the target 


influential women in the 
world. 

As she prepares to 
make a run for the 
Presidency, Charlotte 
hires Fred as her 
speechwriter and sparks 
fly between the two - 
but can their two worlds 
co-exist? 

A romantic comedy 
is a difficult thing to 
get right; after all, not 
only are there so many 
out there, but also we’re 
well aware of the rules 
of the genre, which 
often makes the journey 
to the end credits some¬ 
thing pretty predictable. 

While Long Shot 
doesn’t rip up the rule 
book, it does do enough 
to make for an uproar¬ 
iously funny and sweet 
offering, one that gains 
no end of goodwill 
thanks to the smarts of 
the performances and 
the writing. 

It helps that the set 
up isn’t a familiar one, 
and it also allows the 
cast to play their roles 
perfectly. Seth Rogen 
is a natural comedian, 
a warm presence on 
which to anchor your 
film, and while his 
character doesn’t wildly 
diverge from the type of 
roles he’s played before 
in films of this ilk, he 
has enough winning 
charm to make him 
hugely likeable. 

Charlize Theron 
may not be noted for 
comedy, but has worked 
with some top comedy 
directors and has yet 
to disgrace herself 
(we’ll gloss over Seth 


McFarlane’s A Million 
Ways To Die In The 
West), and while she 
has the straight role 
here, seeing her cut 
loose and share a great 
chemistry with Rogen 
makes the film all the 
more satisfying. 

The pair’s journey 
from old friends rekin¬ 
dling an association to 
love may carry some 
well-worn tropes, but 
the situations they find 
themselves in and the 
way they are presented 
means you won’t be left 
feeling overly familiar, 
Dan Sterling and Liz 
Hannah’s script making 
sure of that. 

There’s a robust 
backbone to the love 
plot which sees the 
impact of global media 
on politics and our 
perceptions of those in 
the public eye that beef 
up moments where the 
comedy naturally sags. 
It’s more Veep than The 
American President in 
tone (and I mean that 
as a compliment to 
both), but it balances 
the laughs with a some 
slightly more serious 
moments that speak to 
the modem world. 

Jonathan Levine’s 
filmography has been 
somewhat stop-start, 
every The Wackness 
leavened by a Snatched, 
but he shows confidence 
here that highlights 
how good he can be. 
Having worked with 
Rogen twice before (in 
cancer dramedy 50/50 
and 2015’s The Night 
Before), it’s clear that

the pair share an easy 
chemistry, but Levine’s 
strength is drawing 
strong turns not just 
from the central pair 
but also the likes of 
June Diane Raphael’s 
flinty assistant, O’Shea 
Jackson, as Fred’s 
best friend and Bob 
Odenkirk, as the incum¬ 
bent President who 
wants to make the leap 
into movies. 

The film does a stum¬ 
ble (as the majority of 
these films do) around 
the two-thirds stage, as 
plot contrivance means 
the laughs are swapped 


for emotion before the 
big climax, while the 
ending feels a little 
wrapped in a bow and 
doesn’t quite have the 
same realism that the 
film has striven for from 
the get-go. 

That said, given a 
laugh count that you 
don’t normally find in 
a rom-com and some 
charming and hilarious 
performances from 
the cast, Long Shot 
hits the target in a film 
that is well worth your 
attention. 

VERDICT: Seth 
Rogen and Charlize 


Theron make for a great 
pairing in Long Shot, a 
romantic comedy that 
does enough to pull 
away from genre type 
to make it a wholly 
worthwhile watch.

His walk takes 
in Trecco Bay and 
Newtown beach before 
he crosses the Merthyr 
Mawr dunes, where 
he attempts some sand 
sledging. He then goes 
on to Ogmore to give his 
legs a rest by exploring 
the local landscape from 
horseback. 

After joining a sea 
angler and trying his 
hand at fishing from the 
rocks, he embarks on 
the final section of his 
stroll. Accompanied by 
members of the Welsh 
Women Walking group, 
Derek draws the series 
to a close on Dunraven 


Beach in Southerndown. 

Derek said: “This walk 
isn’t too far for me to 
travel and I really enjoyed 
this one, as it took in the 
village of Merthyr Mawr 
and its thatched cottages. 
Visiting the dunes felt 
like being transported to 
another planet and I had a 
lot of fun sledging down 
the highest dune known 
as the ‘Big Dipper’. The 
walk had a lot of variety 
and it was lovely to end 
on the beach looking 
out over the Bristol 
Channel.”

Barry power station 
set to be demolished 


A POWER station in the 
Vale is a step closer to being 
demolished after more than 
two decades in operation. 

Barry Power Station stopped 
running on March 31 after its 
owner Centrica failed to secure a 
new contract to continue supply¬ 
ing electricity, which would have 
allowed the site to keep operating. 

Centrica has now told the Vale 
Council it intends to demolish 
much of the site in Sully Moors 
Road, Sully including the 60m 
high stack, above ground installa¬ 
tions, turbine hall, administration 
block, water treatment tank and 
oil tanks. 

The 230MW gas fired power 


station had been running since 
September 1998 and up until its 
closure, had been supplying the 
National Grid when required on a 
short term contract. 

After failing to secure another 
contract for the site, Centrica 
deemed Barry Power Station no 
longer commercially viable. 

Barry Power Station had 
launched a consultation with staff 
on the planned closure last year 
and 19 jobs were put at risk. 

In a statement to the council, 
the company said: “Centrica has 
worked extensively to explore 
options to retain the power plant as 
a part of the Centrica Power Plant 
portfolio. However, competition 


with newer, more efficient and 
flexible assets, has meant that the 
site has unfortunately reached the 
end of its viable life and Centrica 
have not managed to find an oper¬ 
ational, or commercially viable, 
solution to retain this asset. 

“Centrica ceased operations 
at the site on March 31, when 
all commercial obligations con¬ 
cluded; and are proposing to 
undertake demolition work to 
return the site to an appropriate 
condition.” 

Demolition works are expected 
to start by the summer and last for 
up to eight months.

Council leader John Thomas 
was deposed as leader of the Vale 
Conservatives by Cllr Vincent Bailey 
following a party annual general meet¬ 
ing this week. 

Cllr Thomas, who has already said 
he will step down, told a full council 
meeting on May 1 that he intends to 
stay on as leader until the new one has 
been appointed - which may be at the 
council’s annual general meeting on 
May 20. 

The outgoing leader said he was 
“disappointed” he did not have the 
support of the Conservative group but 
that he had led the group to the best of 
his ability. 

He said it had “not been easy” to 
protect council services amid cuts to 
local government funding. 

Delivering what promises to be his

final speech as leader to full council, 
Cllr Thomas said he “did not take up 
the position of leader to be popular or 
further my own political ambitions” 
but instead to ensure Vale residents get 
the “best possible services”. 

“It would be easy to make decisions 
based on what the vocal minority may 
say in order secure votes in the next 
election. But what we must remember 
is many more vulnerable members of 
our society who rely on our services 
more than most do not have a voice, 
and probably many of them do not use 
their vote.” 

Cllr Thomas thanked councillors of 
all parties for “putting the residents of 
the Vale of Glamorgan first.” 

The leaders of Labour, Plaid Cymru 
and Llantwit First thanked Cllr Thomas 
for his work as leader and described 
him as “co-operative”.

Why ‘Journalism matters’ 
in a world where fake 
news and misinformation 
needs to be reined in...

ONCE again this 
year, The GEM 
is proud to take 
part in a week 
that highlights the 
contribution made 
to society by local 
newspapers. 

Readers with good 
memories will probably 
remember ‘Local 
Newspaper Week’ but 
this year, the News 
Media Association 
(NMA) has announced 
that the a nn ual event 
will now be known as 
‘Journalism Matters’ - 
to highlight the role that 
local newspapers can 
play in an increasingly 
fragmented news 
agenda. 

‘Journalism matters’ 
will take place between 
May 13 and May 19, 
and will include the 
Society of Editors 
Regional Press Awards, 
at which the a nn ual 
‘Making a Difference’ 
award for the best local 
newspaper campaign, as 
voted for by the public, 
will be announced. 

NMA chairman David 
Dinsmore, News UK 
chief operating officer, 
said: “The role of news 
media holding power 
to account is more 
important now than it 
ever has been. 

“The new Journalism 
Matters campaign will 
boldly and unashamedly 
champion journalism as 
a force for good in our 
society.” 

NMA vice chairman 
Henry Faure Walker, 
Newsquest chief 
executive, added: “Local 
media is the most 
trusted source for local 
news and information; 
more than three times 
more trusted than social 
media. 

“As a sector, we must 
continue to remind all 
our audiences of the 


essential role local 
news brands play in 
communities the length 
and breadth of the UK, 
and Journalism Matters 
will provide us with a 
strong platform to do 
just that.” 

So, where does the 
claim that local media 
is more trusted come 
from? 

Last year, Yougov 
carried out a survey 
where it was revealed 
that 74 per cent of 
respondents said they 
trust the news and infor¬ 
mation in their local 
newspaper, whether 
online or in print. 

Local commercial 
TV and radio stations 
were only fractionally 
behind, with a trust 
level of 73 per cent, 
while information from 
search engines and other 
websites is trusted by 43 
per cent and 39 per cent 
of people respectively. 

Social media came 
bottom in the poll with 
just 22 per cent of the 
2,131 UK adults sur¬ 
veyed online agreeing 
they trusted the news 
and information they 
see on sites such as 
Facebook and Twitter. 

Of course, the 
existence of fake news 
is no surprise. Everyone 
knows about it and 
everyone looks out for 
it - don’t they? 

Well, perhaps they 
do, but the danger is 
when that ‘fake news’ 
happens to reinforce 
what the reader believed 
already. 

Gradually, readers 
find that more and more 
news that comforts 
and reassures their 
established outlook finds 
its way to their social 
media. 

Crucially, less and 
less arrives that chal¬ 
lenges their world view 
and ‘filter bubbles’ - as 


they are now known 
are created. 

Over the last five 
years, the creation of 
these filter bubbles has 
led to bigger and bigger 
divisions in society. 

Putting it simply, a 
social media news fan 
will say: ‘‘'You are in a 
filter bubble, whereas I 
happen to have well-in¬ 
formed friends.” 

We live in a world 
where fake news travels 
around the world in a 
few minutes. 

Worse still, when 
that news, over the 
course of a few days, 
is revealed to be fake, 
it doesn’t disappear for 
good. Instead, it will 
often lie low for months 
until a new social media 
reader comes across it, 
likes what he/she sees, 
and shares it around the 
world all over again. 

What can local jour¬ 
nalism do to counteract 
the the social media 
behemoths? 

Well, the truth is, not 
a massive amount on 
our own, but we can act 
as a filter - separating 
the opinions that corre¬ 
spondents hold from the 
(sometimes) dubious 


facts that they offer to 
support those opinions. 

It’s not easy, and we 
take a fair bit of flak for 
it, but we do our best. 

Local journalists, 
including our colleagues 
on the Local Democracy 
Reporting Service 
(LDRS) try to suppress 
their own opinions 
and offer instead a 
straightforward account 
of what is happening in 
your area. 

Do you want to know 
what is going on at your 
council? With local 
planning applications? 
We will do our best 
to bring you the facts 
as simply as possible. 
Once those facts are out 
there, then we welcome 
people’s reaction to 
those facts - reactions 
from politicians and 
campaigners but, espe¬ 
cially from ‘ordinary’ 
people. 

We may not always 
succeed in doing this, 
but we try. 

We also try, in our 
old-fashioned way, to 
keep disagreements 
between correspondents 
civil, without unpleasant 
personal insults. That’s 
getting to be difficult 


these days too! 

Local journalism 
does something else for 
society too, and this can 
be under-rated. 

We celebrate and 
report on the everyday 
activities that are the 


social glue of a decent 
and caring society. 

WI reports, ramblers’ 
groups, sports reports, 
local history, local 
fauna and flora, choirs, 
groups that work to help 
others less fortunate, 
volunteers who keep 
so many things that we 
value in society ticking 
over - we are happy to 
report on them all. 

In a world where the 
news is often bad and 
getting worse, where 
chaos and confusion and 
natural disasters happen 
every day - not close 
to you but somewhere, 
local newspapers can 
remind people that the 
world isn’t necessarily 
going to hell in a hand 
cart. 

There are still many 
good people out there 
doing good things. 

And from our point of 
view, these reports tend 
to have very little fake 
news in them!

Knights celebrating 
25 years in Barry 


AFTER losing 
more than 13 stone, 
Martin Woodsford 
of Penarth says that 
for the first time 
he is “living the 
dream’ and has a 
happy relationship 
and is loving his 
new career, helping 
others change their 
lives for the better 
too. 

At his heaviest, Martin 
weighed over 27 stone 
when he was bingeing 
on take-aways and junk 
food and up to 10 choco¬ 
late bars a day. 

He now weighs just 
over 14 stone, and is 
helping others lose 
weight and inspiring oth¬ 
ers with almost 40,000 
followers on Instagram. 

Admitting to himself 
that he had a problem 
wasn’t easy for Martin, 
who suffered years of 
abuse as a child and later 
anorexia, bulimia and 
depression. 

Martin, now 47, said: 
“Things were pretty 
grim, I lived in fear every 
day as a child and was 
taken into care at the age 
of 11. As a skinny child 
being withheld food, I 
grew up in care and was 
introduced to fatty foods 
that I’d never had before 
and I couldn’t get enough 


of them!” 

Before he was taken 
into care, he was beaten, 
kicked and even had 
cigarettes stubbed out on 
his skin. 

Martin was taken from 
his home in Newport 
where he wasn’t given 
much to eat and he was 
eventually put into a resi¬ 
dential school for abused 
children in Chepstow. It 
gave him a “lifeline of 
hope”. 

He said: “To have 
my clothes I wore on 
my back to be clean, to 
sleep in a normal bed 
with sheets and a duvet 
instead of a threadbare 
mattress on a concrete 
floor with a folded teddy 
as a pillow and an old 
coat as my only warmth 
in the winter months on 
my bed helped to build 
my confidence a little.” 

But Martin’s mental 
health started to suffer as 
he got older. 

“I knew I had to leave 
the school and would be 
facing the big bad world 
all alone with no family 
and no one to fall back 
on. 

“I felt stranded and 
tossed out on a limb with 
no love or support and 
it was around the same 
time that I developed 
bulimia. It was the one 
and only way I could 
control anything in my

life. 

“I felt I would never 
be able to have a rela¬ 
tionship and a family of 
my own.” 

Martin said his bulimia 
got so bad in his early 20s 
that he was eventually 
hospitalised after being 
below 9 stone. Martin is 
6 ’ 2 ’. 

He underwent counsel¬ 
ling and was prescribed 
medication. Later, in his 
30s, he developed an 
eating pattern of binge 
eating and dieting. 

Nothing worked until 
something happened 
which made it spiral out 
of control. 

“My ex-partner 
became pregnant in 2004 
with triplets. There were 
so many complications 
with the pregnancy, 
including my son having 
a grade three brain bleed 


and brain swelling. 

“It was rewarding 
because we had our 
beautiful babies but 
life-wrenching because 
you couldn’t enjoy all 
the special things new 
parents are supposed to 
enjoy,” he said. 

“I would have a full 
Indian take-away but 
would still eat stuff in 
my house - anything to 
binge on. I could eat 10 
chocolate bars a day and 
nothing seemed to make 
me feel any better.” 

Martin’s relationship 
later came to an end and 
he came out as gay in 
his 40s. 

“It was an awful time, 
but liberating at the same 
time,” he said. 

“I felt I would be 
judged, but I had to do 
it and be true to myself. 
All my friends said they 


knew before I did, but I 
really didn’t. 

“I had counselling a 
few years ago and the 
counsellor really helped 
me understand that I had 
suppressed being gay 
because of the abuse I 
had suffered earlier in 
my life and with the need 
to have that perfect fam¬ 
ily that everyone dreams 
about.” 

Martin joined 
Slimming World in 2014 
and lost 13 stone - drop¬ 
ping from 27 stone to just 
over 14 stone and won 
Mr Sleek UK. 

Martin added: “I’ve 
learnt so much with 
Slimming World. It’s not 
only changed my life, but 
given me a life I never 
thought possible helping 
others to achieve their 
dreams too.”
